CANBERRA, Australia, Noy, 25. 
—The commonwealth government 
today was defeated by five votes on 
a motion by J. A. Beasley, former 
minister of labor, to adjourn the 
house of representatives. 

Prime Minister J. H. Scullin at 
once announced the government 
would resign and that an election 
would be held probably in January. 
The vote on the motion for ad- 
journment was 37 to 32. 

Allegations had been made that 
Hon. E. G. Theodore, federal treasurer, 
had shown political bias in distribut- 
ing unemployment relief, and Mr 
Beasley pressed for the appointment 
of a select. committee to invest'gate 
the charges. The opposition decided 
to support the motion unless the gov- 
ernment was able to prove the allega- 
tions false, with the result that a com- 
bination of Mr. Beasley's followers 
and the opposition gave a majority of 
five against the government.

A WINNER IN BOTH BRANCHES 


Alberta cattle have walked away with 
a good many prizes at Toronto, including 
the highest awards in several classes. 
When the list of winnings is made up this 
province will be found to stand well to- 
ward the top, as it also does in the list of 
winners of awards for grain. 

With its grain and cattle taking rank 
with the best at the premier show of the 
Dominion, the character and place of Al- 
berta as a mixed farming province will 
stand higher than heretofore. While this 
province grew more wheat last summer 
than any other province, wheat-growing 
is only one branch of Alberta agriculture; 
as the events at Toronto are giving the 
people in other provinces good cause to 
know and remember. 


AWAREDNESS, BUT NOT ALARM 
Experts tell us that western Canada is 
threatened next summer with more or less 
extensive plagues of grasshoppers and 
cut-worms. The prairie and Dominion 
Governments should of course take timely 


steps to fight these enemies if they appear 
in devastating numbers. 

But the threat may not be made good. 
Both hoppers and worms did considerable 
damage in Alberta during the past sum- 
mer. Yet, the farmers of the province 
managed to take off a crop of wheat that 
is estimated at 135,000,000 bushels. That 
is no reason for neglecting precautions, 
but it is a good reason for refusing to get 
alarmed ahead of time. 

The weather has as much to do with 
the prosperity or adversity of the hopper 
and the worm as it has with the welfare 
or distress of the farmer. A wet spring 
will minimize the worm damage, and a 
showery summer will crimp the style of 
the hopper. And the cycle of dry seasons 
must have about run its course. 


RECOGNIZING A GOOD THING 

The new Dominion loan was placed on 
the market on Monday. By noon of that 
day it was known that $40,000,000, well 
over one-quarter of the amour’ asked for, 
had been subscribed. Vigures were then 
available from only a few of the larger 
centres, and the total sales of the first 
half-day will no doubt be found to have 
been far in excess of this figure. 

The Canadian investor’ evidently 
knows a good thing when he sees it, What 
is equally important, he has the money 
to take advantage of opportunity when it 
presents itself. Csnada is neither poor in 
spirit nor in pocket. The more widely it 
comes to be understood, and the longer 
they think about it, the more strongly 
people with means will be impressed with 
the wisdom of buyin, the new bonds, They 
are backed by the best security in the 
country and draw interest at five per cent. 

It is fairly likely that when the attrac- 
tiveness of this issue is fully appreciated 
there will be something of a clamor for 
these bonds; and the Government may 
have to accept far more money than it has 
asked for or disappoint a. good many 
would-be lenders, 


PILING UP ANOTHER “SURPLUS” 

On July 31st last, savings bank de- 
posits in Canada stood at $1,500,000,000. 
That showed an increase during the year 
of $49,000,000. In October of this year 
the savings accounts were swelled by 
$10,000,000, 

If anyone has had the notion that this 
is a poverty-stricken country these fig- 
ures should help to correct the mistake. 
Because we hear so much just now about 
unemployment and want, there is a temp- 
tation to suppose that everybody is 
“broke” and the nation hard-up. Not only 
is that not the case; exactly the opposite 
is the fact. 

The overwhelming majority of Cana- 
dians are at work, as usual, If they are 
earning less wages or profits than they 
did in more prosperous times, they are 
earning far more than it is costing them 
to live. The margin over living-expenses 
is the money that goes to make up the sav- 
ings accounts. 

The majority of such accounts are rela- 
tively small, and represent what the wage- 
earner finds it possible to lay aside after 
buying his family supplies and meeting 
household expenses, That the funds are 
accumulating rapidly, and are greater than 
ever before, is proof that wage-earners 
generally are earning wages, earning more 


than they have to spend, and storing up 
the balance against old age or a time of 
need. 


WHAT ABOUT WHEAT? 

No person who has a sense of responsi- 
bility can lightly undertake to forecast 
the trend of the wheat market, Because 
this is a great wheat-growing country, 
where conditions of life are shaped by the 
price the farmer gets for wheat, the stand- 


ing temptation is to hope for a demand 
sufficiently close to the supply to send 
prices up from their present level and 


keep them up. But hopes do not always 
materialize in the wheat market, and are 
a very unstable basis for predictions, 

Those who are interested in the sub- 
ject, as everyone in the west is, conscious- 
y or unconsciously, will find interest in 
the following facts which have been com- 
piled and sent out by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, 

“World wheat acreages have declined 
drastically. In three countries alone 
Australia, Argentina and the United 
States—there are going out of production 
in this current cereal year no fewer than 
thirteen million acres of wheat lands. This 
drastic reduction is the equivalent of the 
entire expansion that occurred in the three 
countries named, and Canada as well, be- 
tween 1926 and 1930. 

“But not only acreage is declining; 
prospective yields are down. Preliminary 
estimates indicate a world crop this year 
(exclusive of Russia and China) which 
will be some two hundred million bushels 
less than in 1930. To this may be added 
the fact that the estimated crop in rye 
is one hundred and fifty million bushels 
below that of last year.” 

These figures are passed along to the 
reader for what they may be worth to 
him when taken in conjunction with other 
generally known facts, some tending to a 
contrary conclusion, They would seem 
to provide a reasonable basis for belief 
that the recent advance in wheat prices 
was not merely a “spurt,” but a movement 
to higher levels which will be maintained, 
and perhaps exceeded.
